Reliable sources have confirmed that at about 8:40 p.m. on September 6, 1996, Mr. Xai Houa 
Yang (8) and his family members will land at the Eau Claire Airport. He was one of the six political 
prisoners in Thailand from September 1994 to May 1996. The Lao Human Rights Council,, Iik., Lao 
Veterans, of America, Inc., and Congressmen Steve Gunderson, Robert Dornan, Benjamin uilman, 
Christopher Smith, Senator Rod Grams and other members of Congress worked hard to release him and 
the other five prisoners from jail in Sikhiu Camp, Thailand. Mr. Jrai Yee Xiong, another former 
prisoner, already arrived in Sacramento, California. The four remaining former prisoners who are still 
in the Napho Camp, Thailand, are: Mr. Chong Yia Yang (Tong See Yang); Blia Thai Xiong; Vang Bee 
and Khampham. It is our hope that they and other refugees will arrive in this country in the near 
future. 



The recent fact-finding mission to the Napho Camp by representatives of the Lao Human Rights 
Council, Inc., and Lao Veterans of America, Inc., Dr. Jane Hamilton-Merritt, Philip Smith, Dr. James 
Vineyard and the rest of the delegation in July and August 1996 produced excellent results and achieved 
the release of the six Hmong and Lao political prisoners and many thousands of refugees will receive 
the opportunity to resettle in the United States in 1996. 

Consequently, these are great victories for the Lao Human Rights Council and its supporters and 
for the Hmong refugees in Thailand and Hmong and Lao Americans in the United States. Many victims 
of human rights violations and those supporters of these victims are great heroes of human rights, peace, 
freedom, democracy, justice, liberty and dignity. 

Mr. Xai Houa Yang and the six political prisoners are great heroes of Hmong and Lao refugees 
and human rights. 

I call on anyone who is interested to join me to welcome Xai Houa Yang; please call me for 
information. Reporters are welcome to cover this hero of human rights and justice.

Hmong guerrillas fighting against the Communist Laotian forces, 
VANG PAO, a leader of the resistance movement, spent some two 
years along the Lao-Thai border engaging in guerrilla attacks 
against the Lao Communist government. He had at his disposal a 
significant number of Hmong refugees who had fled Laos but who 
were now living in refugee camps in Thailand. Even after VANG 
PAO ' s entry into the United States, he spearheaded a resistance 
movement in Thailand, especially amongst Hmong mountain people 
living in camps in Thailand. The dream was for an eventual 
return to a state of affairs as existed before Communist rule.

ASSESSMENT 


Milwaukee notes that the overwhelming majority of the 
information it h as received concerning the Hmong ha s been 
forthcoming from I I and ardent , . 

supporter of General Vang Pao . The credibility of certain 
enclosed documentation should be viewed with the source in mind. 
( Note : All block/date stamps and other markings, including 
underlining, was present on a document at the time of its 
receipt.) Milwaukee’s comment s/assessment, as set forth in this 
EC, have been based on the presumption that the documents are 
bona fide. 


In view of the documented hostilities among the 
various emigre groups, and the rather direct position taken by 
the LPDR Embassy as late as August, 1997, it would appear clearly 
indeed possible that the LPDR might go to the length of effecting 
an assassination of Vang Pao and others. In so doing, it might 
easily attempt to deflect suspicion from itself by highlighting 
the documented emotional turmoil ongoing within the Hmong 
community, and that any efforts to target responsibility should 
be pursued in that direction. 

At present, it appears difficult to arrive at a 
valued judgement on the captioned threat as to what may represent 
fact and what may represent simply efforts to discredit.

GENERAL VANG PAO-VICTIM; ET AL 
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On 1/2/96, FBI Agents contacted General Vang Pao at 
his residence, 9302 England Avenue, Westminster, California. 

Vang Pao indicated he was vaguely aware of the captioned threat 
and that he was taking necessary precautions, including wearing a 
bulletproof vest . V ang Pao stated he was in daily contact with 
I I and that he would relay the warning to him 

immediately. Vang Pao appeared to already be aware of the 
specific information regarding the number and last names of the 
potential assassins. Despite this knowledge, on arriving at Van 
Pao's residence, it was observed that no security measures 
appeared to be in place. The garage door and its inner door into 
the residence were open, allowing complete and easy access to the 
home. The General was sleeping upstairs at the time of the 
visit, was not wearing a protective vest, nor did he have any 
bodyguards present. The only other individuals present were his 
wife, two other adult Hmong females, two children, and Vang Pao's 
younger teenage son. 

Vang Pao could provide no additional information 
regarding the assassination threat, except to state that he was 
constantly under threat from the Laotian Government due to his 
past efforts in wartime against them and because of his current 
activities on behalf of democracy and human rights for the 
Laotian people. Vang Pao and his family reside at the end of a 
cul-de-sac and across the street from a public park.

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FBI RECORDS CHECK 



In 12 / 93 , General Vang Pao advised the FBI that 
documents had been recovered by his agents which sustained the 
existence of a plan to destroy him and the Hmong. Pao was asked 
to furnish specific details in support of this allegation that 
the Laotian Government was directly supporting anti -Hmong 
activities. Pao responded that a document, obtained from the 
capital office in Laos, confirmed that secret planning had taken 
place to target the Hmong; however, the noted documents were not 
available .

Statements of Lao Human Rights Council, Inc., 
in the United States 

Thank you so much to many of you and your friends in the Lao and Hmong American 
communities in Wisconsin, Minnesota, California and other states, who have ^ 

asking me questions concerning the Lao Veterans Tribute of July 22, 1995, ^ Golden ^olorado, 
and the meeting of September 16, 1995, in the Denver area which formed the Lao-Hmong 
American Coalition, Inc.” Most of your questions were about the objectives and practices of the 
Lao-Hmong American Coalition and the Lao Veteran Tribute of July 22, 1995. 

Honestly, I want to declare to you Hmong and Lao people in the United States and refugees 
in Thailand that General Vang Pao and his supporters and I did not join the Lao-Hmong y^erican 
Coalition. This is because I believe that this Coalition will repeat the actions which created crisis, 
disasters and division” for Hmong and Lao refugees in Thailand, returnees in Laos, and 
and Lao American communities in the United States, as the Hmong/Highlander Development Fund 
Inc., Refugees International and the Hmong National Development, Inc., have been domg smce 

1991. 

The "position paper” of the Lao-Hmong American Coalition, Inc., declares th^ “The 
Council (Coalition) is in favor of improved relations with Laos. It is the intent of this Council 
(Coalition) to lobby the United States government to strengthen diplomatic and economic ties wt 
the Lao People’s Democratic Republic (LPDR).” From this statement, it is clear that the Coalitmn 
intends to lobby the U.S. government to improve diplomatic relations and to provide 
assistance to the Communist Lao government. The Communist I^o government has demoded that 
the Thai government and the U.S. government return all Hmong and Lao refugees in Thailand to 
Laos before there can be improved diplomatic relations between the Communist Lao government 
and the Thai and U.S. governments. In the past 20 years, the Communist L^ government kiUa 
the king, queen and more than 300,000 people of Laos. Most victims were Hmong people The 
Communist Lao government is a violator of human rights. It is an opium dealer in Laos. In the 
past five years, the U.S. government granted about $8.7 million to the Communist governrnent m 
Los to stop the production of opium. However, the Communist Lao government has spent *e 
money to increase the production of opium for government revenue. This government also u^s 
the American money to finance Communist: soldiers to massacre many thousands of Hmong ^d 
Lo people in the countryside in Laos. As a result, it is wrong for the U.S government to prov^^^^^ 
economic and foreign aid to the Lao Communist govermnent to oppress the people of Laos. It 
wrong to support the corrupt. Communist government in Laos. 

Mr. Vue Mai, Chairman of the Vinai Camp, ThaUand, returned to Laos on November 10, 

1992, because of the influence of the officials of the UNHCR, Thai government, U.S. Embassy, 
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State Department, Refugees International, Inc., Hmong/Highlander Development Fund, Inc., and 
many other radical groups and individuals in 1991. On September 11, 1993, the Communist Lao 
government arrested Vue Mai in Vientiane, Laos. Many reports said that the Communist 
authorities tortured and killed Vue Mai after his arrest. The use of Vue Mai and the intent to 
improve diplomatic relations with the Communist Lao government caused Vue Mai’s disappearance 
and the forced repatriation of more than 12,000 Hmong refugees from Thailand to Laos since 1991. 

The meeting betvt'een the- three Thai officials of the National Security Council (NSQ and 
representatives. Board of Directors and supporters of the Hmong National Development, Inc., on 
July 22, 1994, in Herndon, Virginia, Washington, D.C. area, was one of the events resulting in 
the UNHCR and Thai government’s arrest and imprisonment of six leaders of the Hmong and Lao 
refugees in the Napho Camp, Thailand, on September 19, 1994. The six leaders arrested and 
■ imprisoned are: (1) Tong Xee Yang, (2) Xay Houa Yang, (3) Blia Thai Xiong, (4) Fai Yee Xiong, 
(5) Vang Bee and (6) Khampham. Now, these six individuals are imprisoned in Sikhiu Jail, 
Nakhon Ratchsima Province, Thailand. About 1,000 Hmong refugees, including men, women and 
children, are in the concentration camp in Sikhiu too. They are hungry to the point of starvation. 
They have cried out for help from General Vang Pao and the Lao Human Rights Coimcil, Inc. 
(statements of Yang Kou, Kia Tou Thao, and Wa Cha Xiong). 

The Lao Human Rights Council, Inc., and many members of the Congress of the United 
States have been working hard to ask the Thai government and the UNHCR to release the above 
innocent people from prison in Sikhiu, Thailand. Forced repatriation should be stopped. About 
4,000 - 6,000 Hmong refugees in Thailand will be interviewed for resettlement in the United States 
in 1996. On February 9, 1996, Senator Rod Grams of Minnesota sent a letter to Hiem 
Phommachanh, Lao Communist Ambassador in Washington, D.C., to forward to the government 
of the Lao People’s Democratic Republic (LPDR) in Vientiane, Laos, regarding the problems of 
Hmong refugees in Thailand. The letter said, “The United States and Thailand are currently 
negotiating a memorandum of understanding (MOU) that vvdll allow U.S. officials to have access 
to Thai refugee camps for the purpose of resettling Hmong refugees in America. The Congress 
of the United States strongly supports the resettlement of Hmong refugees.” As a result, I hope 
that many Hmong and Lao refugees in Thailand will have the opportunity to resettle in the United 
States in the near future. 

The Lao-Hmong American Coalition, Inc., only “represents” itself and its members. It 
should not claim to represent all Hmong and Lao people around the world. Many people agree that 
99 percent of the Lao and Hmong people in the United States and Thailand oppose the policies of 
the Lao-Hmong American Coalition because it intends to work with/for the Lao People’s 
Democratic Republic (LPDR).

The Lao Government has nothing to gain and much to lose by permitting such actions to 
occur. The Lao people, including the Hmong, have much to gain by adhering to 
mtemationaily recognized norms of civil behavior. The current situation is far different 
from years during the war when a certain number of Hmong people were sworn 
opponents of those now leading the Lao Government Today, the Lao Government is 
actively working to improve the Uving conditions of all the diverse Lao people. 


While the U.S. Congress is considering most favored nation (MFN) status for Laos, a few 
members of Lao-Hmong community living in the United States are actively trying to stop 
a favorable decision.. They are raising inaccurate charges of human rights abuses by the 

Lao Government ag^t Lao-Hmong, citizens of Laos. The details on this accusation are 
confusing and incomplete.

^d motive surrounding this allegation have not been provided. Why would Lao soldiers 
kill women and children? Who would gain from committing such a horrendous crime? 
who were the witaesses? Further, according to the National Office of Statistics, Muong 
Ou does not exist in Xieng Khoang Province. Besides, Muong Cha is located in 
Saysomboun Special Area. 


Article 6 of the Lao Constitution specifically ensures the well-being and security of all 
Lao people, regardless of ethnicity. Within Laps, ethnic minorities comprise 49% of the 
population. Government policy and its implementation seek to foster and protect each 
ethmc group's culUi^ identity, while promoting national unity, peace and prosperity for 
.all. To do otherwise is illogical and unwise. Thus, for the Lao Government to purposely 
provoke .disunity and discord - as the accusation suggests ~ runs counter to oiir national 
law, policy and common sense. 



Significantly, the Lao Ministry of Social Welfare and Labor, charged with helping 
Hmong refugees resettle in their homeland, has received no reports of such an incident. 
Even the Office of the United Nations High Commissioner for Refugees has received no 
information on such an incident. Nevertheless, the Lao Government is asking Muong 
Cha authorities to investigate whether or not such an incident occurred. Ag^ without 
knowing a precise location and other specifics, such as those involved and motivation, it 
is difficult to conduct a serious investigation. A judicious persb^ can understand this 
logic. 

The Lao Government would like to assure all concerned about human rights and justice 
in Laos that to the best of our knowledge this incident did not occur. Further, the Lao 
Government will continue to investigate this charge and, if indeed it is found that the 
incident occurred, those responsible will be held accountable as required by law.

for our people, to open our economy, to become a global competitor, and to expand our efforts at 
becommg a market-oriented society. We will increase cooperation with ASEAN countries and 
continue to cooperate with international organizations and international financial institutions. 


Summary 

The challenges we face^^e not too great to be overcome and conquered. Our socio-economic p lans 
mclude many opportunities for American businesses. We look to those cormtries, such as the U.S., 
who have gone before us in developing a sound economy in the global environment for guidance. 
We ton to the Uniteci States for its assistance not only through monetary contributions and training, 
but through the granting of M]^ status to Laos. Such status will enable us to represent our country 
on par with all of the U.S. tra,ding partners: The action of granting rmconditional MEN to Laos will 
send a message to the people of Laos that the United States supports them in their endeavors to 
become a strong nation. It will put Laos on an even playing field with the rest of the world vis-a-vis 
trade with the United States. The active engagement of Laos will encourage the move toward a 
market-pnented economy.

HMONG CULTURE 

The homeland of the Hmong is generally restricted to 
the country of Laos . Hmong represent the smallest ethnic group 
within the country of Laos . 

Hmong reside in the northern part of the country and 
make their living in matters of agriculture. These people are 
referred to as the Green Hmong. The Hmong who reside in the 
southern half of the country, and who, in general, reside in 
larger populated areas, are known as the White Hmong. 

In addressing the two groups, the following 
generalizations usually hold true: 

The Hmong from the north have darker skin than those 
from the south; 

There are differences in the dialect of the Hmong 
language between the two ; 

The northern Hmong are shorter in height and thinner in 
build; 

The White Hmong are better educated and more 
intelligent than the Green Hmong,*

The Green Hmong are viewed as being more religiously 
conservative than the White Hmong; 

Notwithstanding these differences, there is no 
discouragement whatsoever for a Hmong from one region marrying a 
Hmong from the other region. There are no major religious 
differences between the two groups. However, Hmong with the 
same last name are strictly not allowed to marry, regardless of 
which group they belong to. 

Another noteworthy difference between the two groups is 
that a substantially higher number of the White Hmong accepted 
the Co mmunist arrival in 1975 than their brothers in the north. 

I I believed this was due in part to the fact of their numbers 

residing in the cities and of the jobs they held. 

HMONG VS LAOTIAN 

While the Hmong represent the smallest ethnic group in 
Laos, the Laotians represent the largest. A major difference 
between these two ethnic groups are their individual languages . 

It is not at all unusual to find Hmong who are able to speak Lao; 
however, the converse is true for the Lao speaking Hmong. 

Identifying Laotians from Hmong is facilitated by the 
fact that most first names of Laotians are very long versus those 
of the Hmong. The same holds true for Laotian last names, most 
of which begin with the letters K, L, S, or V.

People's Democratic Republic on October 2 , 1999. You will note 
from the last page of this report that Dr. Yang provided the 
Deputy Prime Minister a numerical compilation of higher educated 
Hmong-Americans broken down by field study. No names were 
provided to the Deputy Prime Minister. 

I hope this reply will allay your concerns about this 

situation.

BRIEF REPORT ON DR. YANG DAO’S MEETING 
WITH MR. SOMSAVAT LENGSAVAD, DEPUTY PRIME 
MINISTER & MINISTER OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS OF 
THE LAO PEOPLE’S DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC 
IN LOS ANGELES, CA, OCTOBER 2, 1999 


At the meeting of October 2, 1999, in Los Angeles, California, Mr. Somsavat Lengsavad, 
Deputy Prime Minister and Minister of Foreign Affairs of Laos delivered a speech to a 
group of Laotian Americans from several parts of the United States. Here are the essential 
parts of his speech; 

“There have been several conflicts in Laotian history which forced the Laotian people to 
fight against each other in the past. All these because of foreign powerful countries’ 
political ideologies. Today we must forget the past and must work together for peace and 
for the development of our country which faces tremendous economic and financial 
difficulties. Laos needs help because it has not enough money and not enough educated 
persons, which are the two key factors for the development of the country”. 

“ The Lao policy has been changed. It is now more opened. We 'are looking forward to 
having good relationships with our neighbors and other countries. We have received loans, 
and assistance from outside, but they are still not sufficient to face the current economic 
problems.” 

“ No matter which ethnic group we are from, we are all Laotians. You still are Laotians 
even though you are living in another country. You must help your country. There are 
several ways to do so. Each of you can help accordingly to your capacity by investing 
directly in the county, by sending money or by other means. Take the examples of the 
Jews and the Chinese in the USA who help their respective countries.” 

“The Lao market is a free market. The Laotian people who work must enjoy the profits 
for themselves, their families, and their country...” 

“ The past is a lesson; the present is a combat; and the future is up to all of us.” 

After Mr. Somsavat Lengsavad’s speech, Dr. Yang Dao was invited to address his 
concerns and opinions as follows: 

“Mr. Deputy Prime Minister, 

Misters Ambassadors (from Washington, D.C., & from Bangkok) 

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

First of all, 1 would like to thank Professor Khamchong Luangpraseut for inviting me to 
this meeting which 1 consider very important and meaningful after 25 ye^s of living 
away from Laos. I am honored to meet Mr. Somsavat Lengsavad, Deputy PrimeMinister 
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and Mimsterof Fordgn AfWra of Uos. who is willing to spare ^ 

bu 5 v schedule to come to visit us, Laotian refugees, m the United States. I um 
busy schedule to come to visit us, Laotian refugees, in the United States. I would like o 
wodd like to take this opportunity to express my appreciation to the Laoti^ government 
Trl ^she tobring peace for the Laotian people of all ethnic groups ^d for its national 
policy which includes also those Laotians who have left Laos to live m foreign tountnes. 

Mr Deputy Prime Minister, I am very pleased to hear you talk about development 
iS^eVof LaoV and I am happy to learn that you desire to study with the Laotian people 

living outside of Laos the possible ways to work together 

country You ask us to preserve our Laotian cultural traditions m the United 

you Scourage those who live inside Laos to work hard to build a better society and to 

lZxZn^t±T.conomc development of the country. All tins makes me feel that you 

are a national leader who cares about the future of our Laotian nation. Your vision is 

meaningful to me. 

Today tho world is movmg toward a new ora You said that the Laotian ^ 

outside the country, should forget the aftermath of ^hfv durina thfwars 

lesson for all of us. Either side of the Laotian people had suffered terribly during tbe 
in Laos in the past Even though we, Uotians living outside Laos, came to ^ow some 
LS "omXwe feel homf sick, due to our love for Laos Therefore, I did what was 
possible to come to this gathering to meet with you and to hear your message with my 

own ears. 

Professor Khamchong asked me to talk about the education of our Laotian people living 

outside Laos and, more particularly, in the United States. When our Laotm 

arrived in this country, they encountered many difficulties of adjusting ^emselves to a 

new cultural, social and economic environment, due to the language bamers. Oitiy 

small number of them were able to speak English. Therefore, over the first 

1985), more than 200 Lao-Hmong refugees mystmously died in 

comrnunity was unable to determine the causes of these mystenous 

some American physicians asked about my opinion, I explained feat, accorfeng to y 

Understanding, concerns, worries, insecurity for fee future, due to 

lack of professional skills, probably constituted the cai^es of these 

the Lao-Hmong community in the United States over fee first decade of its resettlement 

in this country. 

Since 1986, the situation of the Lao-Hmong refugees in the United States to been 
gradually improved. Thanks to education, generalized m this country, today each Ito g 
American family has three or four English speaking persons at home who ^e able to 
bridge the Hmong and American cultures. Our young people from all Laotian etimic 
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groups took advantago of thair presence in the United States to study and to 1=^ 
of them have already graduated from American colleges and umversities throughou 

country. I do not possess any list (number) of the Lowland Lao pe<yle who received their 
doctorate degrees, but I do have last year’s list (by disciplines of doctorate degrees) of 
the Lao-Hmong doctors (numbers without names and addresses) wkch I. would be 
pleased to give to you. In spite of this educational success, our Lao-Plmong ^enc^ 
community in the U.S. is currently facing some youth problems. Became both parent 
work and, due to language barriers, they are not able to help their cluldren with th^ 
homework, some of their children have joined the local gang organizations. Overall, the 
Laotian community in the United States is working hard to adjust itself to Amencan 

society. 


Mister Deputy Prime Minister, I would like also to take this opportunity to submit three 
propositions for you to present to the Laotian government in Vientiane (capital of Laos). 


First of all, you said that history is a lesson. I do not need to explain how much this lesion 
has been painful for both sides of the (Laotian) belligerents in the past, in Laotian Instory, 
the Laotian people had never desired to leave their own country. (In 1975) we left Uos 
because of the international political circumstances. I believe that you, Mister Deputy 
Prime Minister, you will do whatever in your power to build a better mderstandmg 
between the Laotian people of all ethnic groups living inside Laos and the Uotm. 
community of all ethnic groups living outside the country. I hope that you will be this 
bridge which contributes to better communications between the two Laotian 
communities. The lack of communications between us is the source of om 
misunderstanding and the cause of the persistence of our national Laoti^ problem. As 
the entire world is moving toward the 2U‘ century, I think it is tiine for all of us to forget 
the past as you have, suggested. Each and everyone of us who live outside Laos has to 
change (from our old ideas to the new ones), I also believe that you and the current 
leaders of Laos are also ready to change. In this perspective, I submit this proposition to 
you and the current Laotian government to organize, under the auspices of the United 
Nations and with the participation of the representatives of our neighboring countries, a 
conference which will involve all concerned Laotian parties from inside Uos and from 
all the continents (where the Laotian refugee communities live) to discuss Laon^ 
national issues. We must improve what is not good enough; we must change what is 
harmful (to the Laotian national interest); and we must provide (the Laotian people) with 
what they need. 


My second proposition to you is as follows: we, the Laotian people living overseas, ^e 
also very concerned about the current (social and economic) situation in Laos, We desire 
to bring our contribution to the development of Uos. During vacation periods, many 
Laotian American workers have 2 to 3 weeks of vacation. They are teachers and 
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professors, medical doctors or dentists, technicians or computer specialists. Some of them 
want to take their vacation days to go back to Laos to help the Laotian population, I 
would like to ask the Laotian government to provide them with all the necessary 
conditions to bring their contribution to the coimtry. 

My third proposition to you is that in this country (U.S.A.) we have niade good 
connections with American foundations. Some of them are willing to assist Laos to 
alleviate its social and economic problems. However, these foimdations are non- 
governmental organizations (N.G.Os.) which have their own policies. These policies are 
not to provide direct humanitarian assistance to any government, but through an existing 
N.G.O, in place in the country to-be-assisted. It is to say that American foundation 
would be willing to provide humanitarian assistance to Laos through a N.G.O. which, in 
cooperation with the Laotian governmental representatives, will send the assistance to the 
Laotian population in an area of Laos, determined by the ILaotian government according 
to the needs of the Laotian population. 

I hope that you, Mister Deputy Prime Minister, and the Laotian government will consider 
my three propositions mentioned above. Thank you very much.” 

Mr, Somsavat Lengsavad promised to convey Dr. Yang Dao’s propositions to the 
Government of the Lao’s People Democratic Republic in Vientiane, Laos,

Education is the most important driving force in the development of the 
Hmong in the United States. In the short period of 23 years (1975-1998) 
of their resettlement in this country, more than 3,000 Hmong students 
have earned bachelor’s degrees, about 320 master’s degrees and 104 
doctoral degrees at American colleges and universities. In September 
1998, there were: 

30 doctorsoflaw 

5 doctors of education 

22 doctors of medicine 

6 doctors of dentistry 

16 doctors of pharmacy 

15 doctors of philosophy 

4 doctors of chiropractic 

3 doctors oftheology& ministry 

1 doctor of osterpathy or optometry 

2 doctors of oriental medicine 

Among them there were; 

13 female Hmong lawyers 

5 female Hmong medical doctors 

4 female Hmong doctors of pharmacy, and 

1 female Hmong doctor of philosophy 

Still many other young Hmong, men and women, are doctorate 
candidates in various disciplines at different universities across the 
United States.
